| GENEVA — U.N. Secretary-Gen- 
ral Javier Perez de Cuellar left the 
feadlocked Iran-Iraq peace talks 
ihursday and put a Swedish diplomat 
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According to America First 
spokeswoman. Peggy Wallace, this 
week the company has received in- 
quiries from customers wondering if 
the telephone calls were legitimate.

Negotiations fail; Utah S

SALT LAKE CITY — The musi- 
cians of the Utah Symphony have 
voted to strike after four months of 
negotiations failed to produce a pro- 
posed contract that would have in- 
cluded a 20 percent salary increase, 
officials say. 

Although a spokesman for the 
Utah Symphony said management 
does not know when talks will re- 
sume or play will commence, the 
BYU Music Ticket office says the 
Sept. 15 concert at the de Jong Con- 
cert Hall has not been cancelled. 

“They called us this morning and 
the said the concert will go on as 


planned,” BYU spokesman 
Christina Nokleby said. 
The symphony’s — subscription 


concerts in Salt Lake City are 
scheduled to begin Sept. 16, but a 
special concert of movie music pro- 
duced with the Sundance Institute 
is scheduled Sept. 9. Actor Christo- 
pher Reeve is to host the event. 
Should the strike continue, the 
organization has a refund and ex- 
change policy to prevent losses by 
season ticket-holders, said 
spokeswoman Cindy Hlliott. 
Orchestra members took the 
strike vote at 9 p.m. Wednesday 
during a meeting at Symphony 
Hall. The vote tally was not re- 
‘leased, but a player’s representa- 
tive said more than two-thirds of 
the 88 musicians favored the strike. 
“They needed a two-thirds mar- 
gin to legally strike,” Fran Peckett 
of the Utah Symphony office said. 
The musicians’ old contract ex- 
pired at midnight Wednesday. 
Former Gov. Scott M. Matheson, 
who represents the musicians in ne- 
gotiations, said the players pro- 
posed a new one-year contract with 
a 20 percent pay raise.

Delta pilot aborts flight 
after equipment failure 


GRAPEVINE, Texas — One day 
after Delta Flight 1141 crashed on 
takeoff from Dallas-Fort Worth In- 
ternational Airport, killing 18, a pilot 
taking another Boeing 727 on the 
same flight to Salt Lake City aborted 
takeoff because of apparent equip- 
ment problems, Delta Air Lines offi- 
cials said. 

Passengers, six of them among the 
95 survivors of Wednesday’s crash, 
were stunned when the captain 
brought the jet to a halt and taxied it 
back to the terminal. 

“We figured this would be the 
safest flight we could ever take to- 
day,” said passenger Louise Cox, of 
Baton Rouge, La., as she waited to 
board another 727 for Salt Lake City. 
“Evidently not.” 

“The captain feels that he had what 
is called a compressor stall,” said 
Delta spokesman Bill Berry from the 
airline’s Atlanta headquarters about 
Thursday’s flight. 

The recording of the cockpit con- 
versations from one of the “black 
boxes” of Wednesday’s Flight 1141 
showed that the pilots discussed en- 
gine trouble before the fatal crash, 


said Lee Dickinson, a member of the 
National Transportation ~ Safety 
Board. 

The 15-year-old Boeing 727 failed 
to gain sufficient altitude, bounced 
three times on the runway and burst 
into flames. Thirteen people died, in- 
cluding two flight attendants. 

“Shortly after takeoff there was a 


-sound, (apparently) warning a stall 


condition may be approaching,” Dick- 
inson said. He said the sound came 
from the shaking of the “stick,” a 
device similar to the steering wheel 
that automatically makes a sound 
when a problem develops. 

But he stressed that the warning 
sound could have stemmed from 
something besides an engine prob- 
lem. He would not elaborate, except 
to say, “In this case, we’re talking 
about hydraulics.” 

Witnesses said there appeared to 
have been a fire or explosion in an 
engine on takeoff, Federal Aviation 
Administration spokesman Jack 
Barker said. “But that was not con- 
firmed,” he said.

Poland ends steel, shipping strikes 


GDANSK, Poland — Shipyard and steel workers ended strikes Thursday, 
and Lech Walesa urged others to halt Poland’s worst labor turmoil in seven 
years now that the government has agreed to discuss Solidarity’s future. 

A Solidarity spokesman said the walkout at the July Manifesto mine, where 
the nationwide strike wave began more than two weeks ago, appeared to be 
nearing an end. 

But by Thursday night, Walesa failed to convince striking bus and dock 
workers in the Baltic port of Szczecin to end their strike, and the strike 
committee decided to press for settlement of their local issues, said the 
spokesman, Arkadiusz Rybicki. 

Walesa met with ranking officials Wednesday for the first time in six years 
and the government agreed to discuss the outlawed union and other issues. 
Restoring Solidarity’s legal status was the main demand of the strikers. 

Striking workers at the Stalowa Wola steel mill in southern Poland began 
leaving the plant at 7 p.m. after receiving a telephone appeal from Walesa and 
a message from the Roman Catholic episcopate, a strike committee 
spokeswoman said. 

At least 3,000 strikers were in the Lenin shipyard, where Walesa works as 
an electrician, including workers from other yards in this Baltic port. 

They hoisted Solidarity banners as members of their strike committee led 
them out. 


United States begins missile removal 
FRANKFURT, West Germany — Five years after West Europeans took to 
the streets in massive anti-missile protests, the United States on Thursday 
began removing its intermediate-range rockets in accordance with a super- 
power treaty signed last year. 

A truck convoy hauled nine Pershing 2 missiles from a base near Stuttgart, 
and U.S. officials said they would remove the remaining 420 medium- and 
shorter-range missiles from Western Europe in the next 36 months. 

“This is an important event in post-war history,” West German government 
spokesman Friedhelm Ost told a news conference in Bonn. 

The stationing of the missiles had sparked huge protests in Western Eu- 
rope, including a coordinated demonstration in several cities that drew hun- 
dreds of thousands of people in October 1983. 

A group of anti-missile activists who came to witness the removal applauded 
as the 15 U.S. Army trucks carrying the missiles left the Heilbronn site in 
southern Germany, about 35 miles north of Stuttgart. 


Attorney general allegedly defies court 


PROVO — The attorney for convicted child sexual abuser Alan Hadfield 
has filed a motion alleging that the Utah attorney general’s office told Had- 
ele wife to send her children to a therapist other than the one approved by 
the court.§ 

On Wednesday, attorney Richard Nemelka filed a motion with 4th District 
Judge George Ballifasking that Attorney General David Wilkinson and Assis- 
tant Attorney General Robert Parrish show cause why they should not be held 
in contempt. 

The motion came after Ballif ruled earlier this week that Gay Hadfield was 
in contempt of court for sending her children to Dr. Paul Whitehead for 
therapy instead of Dr. Lynn Scoresby. A court order during a 1986 divorce 
action required that Scoresby be the children’s sole therapist. 

During Alan Hadfield’s trial last December, the two children, a 12-year-old 
boy and a 10-year-old girl, testified their father had sexually abused them. 

Hadfield was convicted, but despite a law requiring a mandatory minimum 
prison sentence, Judge Cullen Christensen ruled that Hadfield qualified for 
state law’s “incest exception” in sentencing. 


Steps taken to control, prevent fires 


Overnight winds whipped the once-controlled blaze near northern Utah’s 
Pineview Reservoir into a fast-moving inferno that jumped fire lines and had 
more than doubled to 1,200 acres by Thursday, authorities said. 

The fire, declared controlled late Tuesday at 525 acres, had scorched an 
additional 675 acres by mid-morning as an army of 80 firefighters, aided by 
bulldozers, tried to cut new lines around the stubborn blaze. 

Kathy Jo Pollock of the Interagency Fire Center in Salt Lake City said a pair 
of Forest Service air tankers are standing by in case they are needed to keep 
flames away from the area of the Powder Mountain Ski Resort. 

However, she said, fire burning 26 miles east of Ogden and six miles 
northeast of the reservoir, was not posing an immediate threat to structures, 
but crews were watching it closely... eve. ws Bnet

Utahn confesses to murdering his wife 


BRIGHAM CITY — As family members in the courtroom sobbed, Roger 
Wells told ajury Thursday that he shot his wife to death last October after she 
said she didn’t love him and unfavorably compared him to her lover. 

Wells is charged with first-degree murder in the slaying of his wife, Carol, 
42. Her body was found Oct. 25, 1987, by her sons at the family home in 
Willard. 

A few hours later, police said they found Wells, 45, unconscious in his truck 
after an apparent suicide attempt by carbon monoxide poisoning. 

On Thursday, as the last witness in his defense, Wells told jurors of the rise 
and fall of his marriage as his wife struggled with the decision of whether to 
divorce him, or break off her affair with her boyfriend. 

With his head down and his voice breaking periodically, Wells said he shot 
his wife in the head after she told him she hadn’t loved him for more than a 
year, and that her boyfriend was a better lover. 

Wells said he cried after the shooting, wrote a suicide note, and wanted to 
shoot himself.

Candidates hurl accusations

George Bush, venturing into 
Michael Dukakis’s back yard, accused 
his opponent Thursday of fighting ef- 
forts to clean up dirty Boston Harbor. 
Dukakis attacked his rival’s claims on 
education and asked “Where was 
George?” when school programs were 
being cut. 

“He was playing hooky,” Dukakis 
said, answering his own question. 

The presidential candidates cam- 
paigned at opposite ends of the coun- 
try, each trying to take the offensive 
and demonstrate that their fall cam- 
paign is near full swing well before 
the traditional Labor Day kickoff. 

A day after declaring himself to be 
a life-long environmentalist, the Re- 
publican nominee traveled to Massa- 
chusetts and took a boat tour of the 
harbor — an event aimed at making 
its pollution problems an embarrass- 
ment forthe governor. 

The vice president was encouraged 
by a new poll showing his race with 
Dukakis deadlocked even in Dukakis’ 
home state, where he has won three 
terms as governor. 

“Two hundred years ago tea was 
spilled in the Boston Harbor in the 
name of liberty,” Bush said. “If tea 
were spilled in the Boston Harbor to- 
day, it would dissolve in the residue of 
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my opponent’s neglect and delay.” 

Dukakis, ridiculing Bush’s claims 
to be an environmentalist, said Bush 
was “one of the charter members of 
the environmental wrecking crew” of 
the Reagan administration. 

He also charged Bush had told Cali- 
fornia voters he opposed offshore oil 
drilling while telling Texas audiences 
he supported it. Dukakis said his own 
“environmental policy doesn’t change 
with the time zones.” 

Bush’s running mate, Sen. Dan 
Quayle, was on a week-long trip 
through the South. In Little Rock, 
Ark., he said that despite his wealth, 
“T identify with people that need 
help.” 

Democratic vice presidential nomi- 
nee Lloyd Bentsen was on vacation in 
Wyoming. 

In Boston, Bush contended that as 
governor Dukakis opposed and de- 
layed cleaning up the harbor and had 
sought permission from the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency to delay a 
ban on dumping wastes in the harbor. 

Dukakis drafted papers seeking the 
delay in his first term, but it was his 
successor,” Eid King, who actually 
filed the request in 1979. Bush said 
that in 1978 and in 1984, with Dukakis 
as governor, Massachusetts sought 
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federal waivers for meeting sec- 
ondary sewage treatment standards. 
“He did not want to meet the clean 
water requirements,” Bush said. 
Dukakis campaigned at an Oakland 
public school gathering and linked the 
vice president to education program 
cuts during the Reagan administra- 
tion. He ridiculed Bush’s vow to be

grams; and lectured teachers. while 
cutting teacher retraining programs.

Be- 
havioral manifestations of PMS may 
include binge eating (especially sugar 
and salt), violence toward self and 
others, withdrawal from others, and 
crying spells. 

There are many theories on why 
some women have severe PMS while 
others have no symptoms at all, but 
none have been proven. 

Dr. Ronald V. Norris of the PMS 
Program said “The most frequently 
discussed theory is that advanced by 
Dr. Katharina Dalton, the British pio- 
neer in the field, who suggests a defi- 
ciency of progesterone in relation to 
the amount of estrogen (both are sex 
hormones) present in the body before 
menstruation triggers the syndrome. 

“Other doctors believe some 
women’s ovaries produce an as yet 
unidentified substance which sets off 
a reaction or imbalance in the en- 
docrine system,” Norris said.

He said there are no specific physi- 
cal signs which diagnose PMS but 
that a thorough physical may reveal 
other causes for the symptoms. 

Hughes said long-standing PMS al- 
most always has a signifieant nega- 
tive effect on the emotional health of 
the patient and her family. “Women 
with PMS that is severe or of long 
duration are often socially with- 
drawn, lacking in self-esteem, mildly 
or moderately depressed, 
unassertive, self-denying and guilt- 
ridden. 

“These personality characteristics 
appear to develop as the result of re- 
peated episodes of severe depression, 


Although there is no singly recom- 
mended treatment for PMS Hughes 
said some approaches involve diet, vi- 
tamin therapy, exercise, stress man- 
agement and progesterone therapy. 

Norris said many women with PMS 
may have poor eating habits and that 
correcting nutritional imbalances 
may alleviate symptoms. Norris rec- 
ommends that women with PMS eat 
five times each day: a regular break- 
fast, lunch, and dinner, with mid- 
morning and before-bed snacks. 

Hughes said diet, exercise, mineral 
and vitamin supplements may control 
mild to moderate PMS. Women 
should be aware of possible B-com- 
plex vitamin deficiencies — particu- 
larly B6 which affects the nervous 
system. Lack of B6 may be mani- 
fested as depression, Norris said. 

He said the B-complex vitamin’s 
role in PMS was identified more than 
40 years ago when symptoms were 
seen in women with B-vitamin defi- 
ciencies. The women reported im- 
provement after adding rice-bran ex- 
tracts and brewers yeast to their 
diets. 

Hughes said regular exercise may 
ease depression, anxiety, fatigue, ir- 
ritability, nervous-energy and pre- 
menstrual headaches. 

Some PMS sufferers who began ex- 
ercising said their symptoms became 


. less. severe nd some with mild’ fo 
<* moderate-symptoms found exercise 


and nutritional changes eliminated 
symptoms or reduced them to a minor 


inconvenience, Hughes said. 


PMS cannot be successfully treated 
unless women reduce and manage the 
stress in their daily lives, said 
Hughes.

In addition to first aid competency 
tests and shooting drills, some mem- 
bers of the Utah National Guard 
serve their country by playing instru- 
ments in a band. 

“Bands have been a part of the U.S. 
military as far back as the Civil War,” 
said Jan O.. Hyde, 23rd Unit Band 
Training Noncommissioned Officer 
and percussionist for the band. 

“At that time, the musicians usu- 
ally didn’t survive the war,” he said. 
“They didn’t have any weapons to de- 
fend themselves.” 

“The appeal of getting paid for 
playing my instrument was too 
much,” said Brian Pyper, a junior 
from Salt Lake City majoring in 
physics and a a trombonist in the 
band. “I also wanted to be able to 
continue to play when I finished 
school.” 

Walter Birkedahl, coordinator of 
recruitment and scholarships for the 
BYU Music Department and string

bass player in the band, transferred 
here from the U.S. Army Band in 
Washington D.C. 

Birkedahl said he began to play in 
the band here to qualify for an army 
pension and “it ended up being a lot of 
fun, too.” 

The primary mission of a military 
band is to provide music before, dur- 
ing and after battles, according to 
Hyde. But now it is used mostly for 
military ceremonies and other army 
functions. 

In the middle of August, the band 
traveled to the military base at Fort 
Lewis, Wash., to play for a changing 
of command ceremony. 

“We try to use the band to build 
morale among the civilian population 
and military personnel,” he said. “We 
perform formal concerts, play for fu- 
nerals as well as for other military 
events.” 

The band presented a. concert at 
Temple Square in Salt Lake City as 
part of the Fourth of July weekend 
celebration last summer. 

“The band also does public relation 
work for the community,” said Hyde. 
“Tt does clinics and workshops 
throughout the state for high school 
and junior high school students. 

“At the same time we recruit peo- 
ple for the National Guard and the 
band,” he said. “But our recruiting is 
specifically oriented towards the 
band.” 

The band was organized on Feb. 1, 
1924 and was called “The Band Sec- 
tion” of the 140th Army Division at 
Fort Douglas. 

It served there until 1942 when its 
members were called to take up arms 


in World War II and serve in New 
Guinea. It was disbanded in 1945 and 
begun again as the 23rd U.S. Army 
Band in 1948 with 11 members. Now 
it is a Reserve Component Band with 
about 70 members who all have civil- 
ian occupations. 

“We have a few professional musi- 
cians in the band,” said Hyde. “There 
is quite a loyalty among the members. 
Without the band, they wouldn’t have 
the opportunity to play their instru- 
ments.” 

Most of the members of the band 
are older or retired band teachers, 
said Pyper. “I think that most of them 
just want to keep playing their instru- 
ments.” They have a tendency to stay 
in because they enjoy, it, said 
Birkedahl, even though many do it 
initially to qualify for a pension. 

“But there is really a lot more rea- 
son for younger people to play in the 
band, because the military will pay 
for your education at the same time,” 
he said. 

An audition is required for every- 
one who wants to play in the band, in 
addition to going through the process 
of joining the military. Whoever 
passes the audition can begin in the 
military as a private first class, which 
is higher than where one begins in the 
regular army, said Hyde. 

“There is a band on every good- 
sized military post within and out of 
the United States,” said Hyde. A mil- 
itary population of 5,000 to 6,000 can 
authorize a band. 

“We still have to know the basic 
soldier skills,” said Pyper. “But there 
is aminimum of red tape because they 
just want us to play our instruments.”

call this way. They would already 
have this information,” said Wallace. 
In the second scam, according to 
Better Business Bureau spokesman 
Bill Beadle, the “Cen-Gold” card from 
the “Cen Card Agency” in Parsip- 
pany, New Jersey, has issued a mail- 
‘ing to Utahns offering their card for 
an advance fee of $39.95 per year or 
$49.95 for a lifetime fee. The mailer 
claims that con- 
sumers qualify for 
a credit limit of 
more than $2,800 
and hints that the 
limit could rise to 


$5,000. 
Also, if  cus- 
tomers request 


more information, the mailer 


re- 
quires that they dial a “900” toll num- 
ber costing $2.00 for the first minute 
and $.35 per minute thereafter. 

The BBB has discovered that the 
“Cen-Card Agency” agency in New 
Jersey is actually a mail drop for a 


‘company in Maryland. “Apparently 
there have been more than 80 com- 
plaints lodged against the Maryland 
company,” said Beadle. 

“We've had 30 complaints in our 
Ogden and Salt Lake City office,” 


Beadle said. “When you consider that 
only a very small percentage of peo- 
ple call us that probably means thou- 
sands of mailers have been sent 
around here,” he added. 

Despite the cost of the card, it can 
only be used to purchase products in 
the “Cen-Card Agency” catalog. “In 
the mailer it says the card is good for 
catalogs and brochures but it doesn’t 
say that it qualifies in only their cata- 
log,” said Beadle. 


According to 
‘Beadle, the com- 
pany is targeting 
people who cur- 
rently can’t get 
credit. In the 


mailer, the company 
offers to forward an 
application to.a bank for a VISA/Mas- 
tercard if a consumer purchases their 
credit cards: 

“The card you eventually receive is 
made of cardboard,” said Beadle. 

Beadle offers this advice to con- 
sumers: “If you’re having trouble 
getting a credit card from a legiti- 
mate source, be cautious of credit 
card companies requiring that ad- 
vance payment. Chances are it’s 
prdbably too good to be true,” he 
said. 


Mexican plane crashes into mountain; 
rescuers find no survivors, official says

ARTEAGA, Mexico — Rescuers 
climbed to the wreckage of a com- 
muter plane Thursday and found no 
survivors among the 20 people aboard 
when it slammed into the rugged 
mountains in the western Sierra 
‘Madre, a military official said. 

Rain and cloudy weather from Hur- 
ricane Kristy delayed efforts to reach 
the wreckage of the twin-engine 
plane. 

_ Crews trudging up the rocky, heav- 
ily forested mountain reached the site 
a day after the crash Wednesday 
morning. 

“They have located the bodies,” 
said Gen. Carmelo Teran, chief of 
‘staff of the 21st military zone. “They 
have found no survivors.” 

Gen. Teran added that searchers 
had been unable to count the bodies 
from the wreckage. 

Teran spoke by telephone from 
Morelia, capital of Michoacan state. 

The Brazilian-made Badeirante be- 
Jonging to the small Mexican airline 
Aerofederal disappeared after taking 
‘off from Uruapan, which is located 
185 miles west of Mexico City, for a 
100-mile flight to the Pacific port of 
Lazaro Cardenas, aviation officials 
“said. 

Most of the 17 passengers and three 
crew members were from Uruapan.

Arteaga in Michoacan, about 210 
miles southwest of Mexico City.
